Council met Tuesday night 
with Mayor Aboussafy, council¬ 
lors Ramsay, Wavrecan and Top- | 
pano in attendance. 

During the opening session Mr. 
Corson, new Coleman policeman 
outlined that work that has been 
done and the manner that he 
will follow in policing the town. 

He also listed the needs for this 
work and ask that the council 
supply them. 

The fire report showed that 
three calls had been answered 
and that the average attendance 
had been 13. Plans were under¬ 
way for the hose laying competi¬ 
tion and a grant was requested 
from the town. This request was 
granted. 

Bylaw 264 covering the rules 
and regulations of the Coleman 
Light and Water received its 
first and second readings. 

Considerable time was spent 
regarding cemeteries and their 
maintenance with the matter 
left in the hands of the commit¬ 
tee. A delegation of one asked 
for work to pay off taxes the 
council turning the request down 
on the basis that this policy 
could not be given to anyone 
person without setting a prece¬ 
dent. 

Police were ordered to check 
up on dogs running at large as 
strays were still roaming and 
causing those people obeying the 
law to complain. 

Mayor Aboussafy reported vis¬ 
iting councillor Wood who is in 
hospital in Calgary. Tik council 
favored sending Mr. Wood a 
small gift. 

The council’s share of Coron¬ 
ation costs was presented and 
authorized for payment. 

The first coast-to-coast cross¬ 
ing of Canada by automobile 
over an all-Canadian route did 
not occur until 1946.

Miners Vote Acceptance 
Of Arbritration Award 


Crows Nest Pass and Lethbridge 
members of District 18, United 
Mine Workers of Canada voted 
yesterday in favor of an arbitra¬ 
tion board award for a contract 
between the union and Alberta 
coal mine operators. Up to noon 
today, returns from other prov¬ 
incial coal-mining centres were 
not available, but the govern¬ 
ment-supervised vote here indi¬ 
cates a provincial trend. 

Lethbridge and Shaughnessy 
miners voted largely in favor of 
the arbitration board award, re¬ 
versing their previous decision. 
Of a total vote of 207, there were 
146 favoring the award and 56 
against, with five spoiled ballots. 

Of 131 miners from Galt No. 
8 mine eligible -to vote, 105 cast 
ballots. They voted 69 for, 32 
against and four spoiled. 

From Federal mine employees, 
20 of the 24 eligible to vote did 
so. There were 16 favoring the 
award, three opposed and one 
spoiled ballot. 

From the 92 Shaugnessy mine 
employees eligible to vote, 82 did 
so .There were 61 “yes” votes, 21 
“no", and no spoiled ballots. 


Pass Vote Decisive 

Blairmore—A government sup¬ 
ervised vote, under the Alberta 
Labor Act, with regard to accept¬ 
ance or rejection of the major¬ 
ity award of the arbitration 
board was held in the 3 Crows 
Nest Pass mining towns on Wed¬ 
nesday. The vote was for accept¬ 
ance by decisive majorities. 

The main points of the major¬ 
ity award constituted the follow¬ 
ing: 

' 1. Increase in welfare and re¬ 
tirement payments to the 20 
cents per ton, instead of present 
15 cents per ton. 

2. Free wash house facilities. 

3. The present arrangement 
with regard to holidays ndw in 
effect, to remain the same for 
one more year. 

The result of the vote super¬ 
vised by government returning 
officers was as follows: Coleman, 
594 yes, 103 no, five spoiled bal¬ 
lots; Blairmore, 336 yes, 29 no 
and two spoiled ballots; Belle¬ 
vue, 220 yes, no 38, and one spoil¬ 
ed ballot.

It was the feeling of the meet¬ 
ing that energetic measures 
should be taken to inform the 
electors of the Crows Nest Pass 
of the necessity, of having a 
member on the Government side 
there being no doubt whatsoever 
in the next administration — 
that the Liberal Government will 
be returned to power. 

To conclude the meeting, L. L. 
Morgan of Blairmore, thanked 
the candidate for accepting 
nomination and for devoting his 
time, money, and energy In the 
interest of the peoples of the 
constituency.

A recent Sports, College survey re¬ 
vealed that when the average player 
throws to one of the bases for an 
attempted put-out. play, he makes the 
mistake of just throwing it in the 
general direction of the base without 
aiming at any special target. This 
is a mistake that causes a great deal 
of the wild and inaccurate plays you 
see during a game, especially when 
there are a great many close plays 
to the bases. You see, it is a scien¬ 
tific fact that you will always throw 
more accurately if you throw at a 
def^ite target and not just in the 
general direction of a certain posi¬ 
tion, such as first base. A good rule 
to follow is this one, which by the 
way is the rule used by all the big 
leaguers. Here it is! 

When throwing to the Dases, al¬ 
ways aim at a certain part of /he 
player to whom you are throwing. 
If you are inclined to throw too high, 
aim at his hips. If you are inclined 
-to throw too low, aim at the middle 
of his clfest. Remember, it is better 
to throw a little too low than a little 
too high, because if the ball goes 
over the player’s head the results 
are usually disastrous but if the 
throw is so low that it bounces, the 
player still has a chance to stop it 
before it gets past him, even though 
he is not able to make a good play 
on it. Remember, keep your eyes on 
either the chest or hips target and 
see how much it will help your 
throwing accuracy.
